Like all great men. Charles de Gaulle was a mixture 
of contradictions—a man of nobility infected with petty 
egotism , a statesm an with world em bracing vision yet 
also of short sighted nationalism, a champion of dem oc­ 
racy but with the aristocrat's ill concealed contempt for 


the ability of the people to govern themselves. 
History m easures men not by their faults, however, 


but by how they transcend them. 
“ L'Etat. e ’est moi.” said Louis XIV. “ I am the state.*’ 
Charles de Gaulle could as well have said. “ I am 
Fran ce.” at more than one point in his career (and no 
doubt he did to himself), especially during the dark days 
following the Nazi onslaught in 1940 before which F ran ce 


crumbled. 
It was De Gaulle and his Free French F o rce s who 
kept alive in the hearts of his countrymen the knowl­ 
edge that while France was occupied. Frenchm en were 


not defeated. 
De G aulle’s Cross of Lorraine was also a cro ss borne 
by Winston Churchill, the grand strategist of World War 
II. to whom De G aulle's thin-skinned sensitivity and de­ 
m ands for a greater voice in the councils of the mighty 
were an added burden he could well have done without. 
De Gaulle never forgot it. and m ade Britain pay for it 
later by blocking her entry into the European Common 


Market. 
Disgusted with F ran ce 's return to politics as usual 
after 
the 
w ar—which 
meant 
confusion 
as 
usual— 
De Gaulle retired to private life. 
It w as not until 1958. 
at the height of the Algerian crisis, when civil w ar threat­ 
ened. that his second and greatest period of service to 


F ra n c e began. 
Called back by the popular will—like Napoleon from 
E lb a —De Gaulle permitted himself to be granted greater 
power than any leader of F ran ce had enjoyed since the 
Napoleons. 
It w as what Fran ce desperate!v needed at the m o­ 
m ent. and for the m ost part De Gaulle used his power 
wisely and well. 
He 
withdrew 
from 
Algeria, 
which 
generations 
of 
Frenchm en had been taught w as an integral part of 
F ran ce. 
This seeker of “ la Gloire.” or glory, this be­ 
liever in the great m ission of F ran ce a s the civilizer 
of the world, then proceeded to preside over the orderly 
liquidation of F ra n ce 's colonial em pire in Africa. 
Only De Gaulle could have done it. 
Yet at the sam e time. De Gaulle the nationalist be­ 
gan edging out of the American-dominated North At­ 
lantic T reaty Organization and. at a cost of billions, 
sought to build F ran ce into an independent, third nu­ 
clear power. 
To the end. De Gaulle, the pre-eminent Frenchm an, 
w as an em b arrassm en t to his erstwhile allies, a s when 
he called for a “ free Quebec” during his visit to Canada 
in 1967. 
Like lesser m ortals. De Gaulle outlived his time. 
Having ruled by referendum, in which he again and again 
went over the heads of the politicians to the people for 
ratification of his decisions as to what w as best for 
Fran ce, it w as the failure of a referendum involving a 
change in the constitution which led to his abrupt re sig ­ 
nation in M ay. 1969. 
That F ran ce needed something m ore than “ la Gloire.” 
that there were pressing dom estic problem s too long 
neglected, w as forcefully m ade evident by the students’ 
and w orkers’ riots that swept the country that sum m er. 
But these demonstrations took place within a fram e ­ 
work of political stability, a stability which continues 
and 
is 
perhaps 
De G aulle’s 
greatest 
legacy 
to 
his 
country. 


Fran ce will never see the likes of De Gaulle, again, 
if only because Fran ce will never again be the great 
power it w as for more than 200 years. 
Which is to say that De Gaulle w as the greatest French ­ 
m an of this century. More than that need not be said.

Politicians and political writers are still analyzing the 
election to try to find facts that will fit their prejudices 
a s to which party m ade the m ost gains or what issue 
w as the issue. 


T hat’s one nice thing about a m idterm election with 
such am biguous results as this one. 


At least no one is handwTinging over the fact that the 
verdict at the poll m eans the end of the Republican 
party, as m any pundits did after B arry Goldwater was 
snowed under in 1964, 
At least we are spared lengthy 
e ssa y s on the disintegration of the Dem ocrats, as fol­ 
lowed the defeat of Hubert Humphrey in 1968. 
We will just have to wait until the 1972 presidential 
election for the next installment in the continuing story 
of the death of the two party system . 


When 50 Iowa school districts began suspending boys 
with long hair, class action suits were brought to enjoin 
the schools from enforcing personal appearance codes.

Statrs 
Senate. This reading of “ in­ 
spirational re m a rk s” occurred 
before school w as open, and 
students

Reds Widen Wedge in Chile 


"New Politics ’ Is 
L pda ted by New 
Old Politics 
Techniques

HONOLULU (N EA ) — The 
1970 
elections 
showed 
once 
more how inexact a “science” 
politics is, and also that it 
is changing in ways different 
from 
those 
some 
of 
the 
alleged experts contend. 
At the candidate level, the 
most astonishing result 
was 
the 700,000-vole margin Gov. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
ran 
up 
o v e r 
Arthur 
Goldberg, 
probably the most prestigious 
Dem ocrat he has encountered 
in his four, races in New York. 
The spread far outdid what 
the governor achieved in 1962 
against the ineffectual Robert 
Morgcnthau. 
The 
simple 
truth 
is 
that 
Rockefeller has been a good 
governor 
and 
is 
virtually 
without equal in these times 
as 
a 
cam paigner, 
while 
Goldberg, 
for all 
his 
fancy 
credentials, proved one of the 
worst politicians ever to hit 
the hustings. 
On the issue front, the in­ 
teresting 
thing 
is 
that 
the 
clearest factor — the unhappy 
state of the economy — did 
not bite as deeply as might 
have been expected. 
Much is being made by the 
analysts of the fact that a 
large proportion of the blue- 
collar workers, presumed to 
be “ floating” because of their 
disenchantment 
over 
racial 
pressures, cam pu s unrest and 
ciim e. 
“ stayed 
put” 
in the 
Dem ocratic column. 


But if we are actually in 
a 
recession, 
as 
countless 
Dem ocrats insist we are. then 
the political reaction at the 
congressional 
level 
is 
mild 
indeed. 
Republicans 
gained 
two Senate seats and lost just 
eight (possibly a ninth) in the 
U.S. House. 
In the 1954 mild recession 
under President 
Eisenhower. 
D em ocrats gained 
19 
House 
seats, 
wrested 
control 
of 
Congress from the GOP and 
picked 
off 
several 
gover­ 
norships. 
In 
the 
tougher 
economic 
drop 
of 
1958. 
D em ocrats 
added 
nearly 
50 
H o u s e 
seats. 
cut 
the 
Republican Senate total by 13 
and 
reduced the GOP to a 
pathetic 14 governorships. 
T h e 
relatively 
modest 
impact of President Nixon's 
economic difficulties is all the 
more 
striking when 
it 
is 
realized 
that 
his 
effective 
neutralization of the Vietnam 
war issue left 
the economy 
as the one highlighted black 
m ark 
against his 
adm inis­ 
tration. 
It also has to be pointed 
out that Nixon did not do as 
well with Senate pickups as 
he expected (Utah and North 
Dakota remained Democratic 
despite 
high 
Nixon 
hopes, 
leaving him with an advance 
of two and possibly three if 
Sen. Vance Hartke falls in the 
official count). 
Neither did the D em ocrats 
attain their goals. From late 
Jun e 
on. 
their 
most 
com 
petent leaders said they could 
wrench Vermont*. New York, 
Illinois and California Senate 


seats 
from 
the 
GOP. 
They 
won 
only 
the 
|^tte»- 
two. 
Moreover. 
their 
privately 
voiced late August fears that 
M a r y l a n d 
Sen. 
Joseph 
T y d i n g s 
and Connecticut 
nominee Rev. Joseph Duffey 
might go down were realized. 
Republicans 
expected 
to 
lose governorships, with 24 of 
their 32 on the block. The net 
loss 
of 
11 
(at this wrting) 
surprised 
them. 
As 
I 
have 
earlier noted, the gains give 
D em ocrats potential building 
blocks 
for 
a 
harder 
1972 
presidential 
try. 
though the 
GOP evidently has salvaged 
Michigan and thus holds six 
of the northern Big Eight. 
The 
President 
must 
be 
faulted, as I indicated in prior 
reports, for not attending to 
these 
races. 
But 
everyone 
knows voters today wwk out 
their frustrations over taxes, 
welfare, crime, etc.. against 
vulnerable, 
near - at - hand 
governors. They are usually 
in shaky status. 
One final note: My coverage 
of 19 states shows the “ new 
politics” as liberals nebulously 
deline 
it 
doesn’t exist. 
The 
real new politics is old politics 
updated 
by 
moderrt 
polling 
and telev ision techniques. But 
television has 
its limits, 
as 
proved 
by 
the 
old stvie 
dram atics of Florida’s Sen.- 
elect Lawton Chiles and his 
1.000 mile 
walk, 
and 
the 
f a i l u r e 
of 
rich 
men's 
television 
splurges 
in 
New 
York and Ohio Senate races. 
Ticket-splitting

press in a “ socialist society” 
is

But is Allende. nominally a 
Socialist, actually a hard line 
Communist.

Most of it was English ‘iron­ 
stone', a hea.y. durable earth­ 
enware made for everyday use 
and popular throughout the 19th 
century.
